BE it enaticd by the Legiflative Council and 
Houfe of Reprefentatives of the Mififfippi Territory, 
an General Affembly convened, That one hundred 
Laws to be and fitty Copies of the Laws of the prefent Seffion 
printed. of the General Affembly fhall be printed by the 
Pablic Printers of this Territory within one month 
after the rifing of the General Aflembly, (with 
marginal notes) on an o€tavo page of the fame fize, 
type, number of lines, and quality of paper, and 


in as clofe work as the Laws of the laft Seffion, | 


under the direction and fuperintendance of the 
Governor of this Territory. 
Sec. 2. And be at further enacted, That they 
fhall receive for faid one hundred and fifty Copies
